Americans at San Jese Have Narrow

NEW ORLEANS, La., Feb. 2.—Mall 
advices received from Coste Rica to-day 
say that several towns and villages were 
entirely demolished by the recent earih- 
quake. Tres Rios, which boasted three 
thousand inhabitants, has not a house 
capable of sheltering a family. 

The Poas Volcano began an active 
eruption the day of the earthquake, and 
at last reports still was emitting smoke 
and lave. President Ricardo Jimines has 
gone into the interior and is assuming 
personal charge of the relief work. 

In Port Limon the shock was less se@- 
vere. Cartigo trembled for more than an 
hour. Portions of San Isidore were 
thousand inhabitants ‘sheved i fate Shenk” 
thou nhabitan shared i - 
lar to Tres Rios. ” er 

In Tres Rios and for miles around 
streets and highways were torn up. 
Yawning chasms marked the places that 
had been city thoroughfares, and many 
of these were chok with debris from 
the fallen houses. All water mains were 
broken and @ typhoid epidemic is threat- 
ened. The bed of the River Chiquito 
Was perfectly dry after the shock.

ratification which he has proposed. The 
Administration has declared that “the 
treaties were ‘not intended to curtail the 
treaty-making powers of the Senate, and 
Mr, Lodge’s position is that those powers 
should be reserved in mo uncertain lan- 
guage. 

The speech was of the scope and thor- 


ughness which Mr. Lodge’s reputation 
for scholarship had caused to be expected. 
Though he spoke for over two hours, he 
held a full attendance of the Senate, while 
the galleries, usually restive during pro- 
longed set addresses, nora moved, 
The Counselor of the British Embassy, 
Mitchell Innes, and our new Ambassador 
to France, Myron T. Herrick, were among 
the audience. When Mr. Lodges concluded 
Mr. Smith of Michigan made a eulogistic 
reference to the speech, and moved that it 
be printed as a public document, and the 
motion was unanimously adopted. Mem- 
bers of both parties then ¢rowded up to 
congratulate Mr. Lodge. 

Mr. Lodge made it plain that his reso- 
lution of ratification which is expected 
to pass the Senate by a two-thirds ,vote 
on March 5, raatarially limits the possi- 
bilities of arbitration by reserving unim- 
paired the Senate’s final say as to 
whether or not each particular case is 
arbitrable. The Senate's powers, said Mr. 

e, are constitutional, and ‘could not 
be relinquished or delegated even if the 
Senate wished to do so. 

‘The Senator from Massachusetts made 
a deep impression when, after mention- 
ing specifically some latent disputes that 
might, under these treaties, be brought 
forward for arbitration; he solemnly de- 
clared that these questions were so vital 
to us that, treaty or no treaty, we would 
never permit them to be questioned. These 

eaputes, he said, do not exist between 

e United States and Great Britain, but 
atten entering into treaties with those 
Powers we could not amy oes ef re- 
fuse similar treaties to other friendly Na- 
tions. Then the doors would be open, he 
said, to every arrel our di + ‘eae has

Monroe -Doctrine Not Recognised. 


His most striking reference was to our 
definite determination to adhere at all 
costs to the Monroe Doctrine. But this 
doctrine, he said, is no part of interna- 
tional law, and would have no weight in 
our behalf before any arbitral court. To 
the.surprise of many Senators he told that 
not long ago “some great THastern 
power "—evidently Japan—had taken steps 


to obtain from. Mexico Magdalena Bay, 
in Lower California, and that these 
forts are apparently still an foot. Under 
no cifcumstances, he said, would we per- 
mit such a move, but if the question went 
to arbitration we would have no 
basis. for our objection other than of our 
fixed National policy.

RULE: AGAINST SACCHARINE. 


Cabinet Board Forbids Its Use in Pre- 
pared Foods—MacVeagh Dissents. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—By a vote of 
2 to 1 the board of Cabinet officers 
charged with the enforcement of the 
pure food law entered a final decision to- 
day against the use of saccharine in pre- 
pared foods. Secretaries Wilson and Na- 
gel confirmed the decision that food con- 
taining saccharine was adulterated. Sec- 
retary MacVeagh of the Treasury dis- 
sented. .One month’s grace will be given 
manufacturers to arrange.for the elim- 
ination of saccharine. s 

The décision settles a controversy of 
mearly four years’ standing,’ Secretary 
Wilson, by direction of former President 
Roosevelt, having referred the question of 
the use of’ saccharine in foods to the 
Remsen board of scientific specialists for 
their investigation and report. 

After three years, of experiments this 
board reported that the addition of sac- 
charine to food as a substitute for sugar 
“must be regarded as a substitution in- 
volving ‘a reduction in the food value of 
the sweetened product, amd hence a re- 
duction in its quality.”. A decision then 
was made that the use of saccharine 
would be prohibited after July i1;. 1911. 
On .appeals from the manufacturers the 
time was extended. 

Secretary MacVeagh signed the original 

rohibiting the use of pone ex 
but further hearings which were hel 
évidently convinced him that its use in 
very small quantities should be allowed, 
so that he dissented from. the opinion 
rendered. to-day. 

“The argument that it may be used in 
small quantities,’’ said Dr. jley, in a 
brief submitted to the Secretaries, “is 
the old familiar one. which adulterators 
and those who. seek to adulterate have 
used from. the very mning of things. 
If we admit one injurious substance in 
small quantities we cannot with any jus- 
tice exelude: any other.

William Watson, the English poet, who 
with W. Morgan Shuster, formerly Treas- 
urer General of Persia, and former Fire 
Chief ‘Edward Croker, waa)to have been 
& guest of honor, hid declined to attend 
because he feared that Mr. Shuster in -his 
address might criticize\the foreign policy 
ofthe British Government. 

From the Secretary of the club, Robert 
Erskine Ely, it was.‘learned that Mr. 
Shuster, when. informed of the poet's 
attitude, had offered to speak upon some 
other subject than that of Persian ‘af- 
fairs. Mr. Ely, however, insisted . that 
the griginal speech be delivered and Mr. 
Shuster finally yielded to the wishes of 
the Dinner Committee. 

The letter from Mr. Watson was .read 
to the diners after Mr, Shuster, «who was 
the first speaker, had concluded “his ad- 
dress.. It was in part as follows: 


I learn that there are circumstances 
which make it rather unlikely that the dis- 
cussion of matters. relating to economics 
can be al er dissociated this evening 
from . the 4 jon of internationa] poll- 
tics, and, although I do not commit myself 
to any expression efther of approval or dis- 
approval of we politey of Great Britain in 
relation to affairs, I feel that 
presence as a guest of the Economic Clu 
to-night might be interpreted by my own 
countrymen as a tacit acquiescence in a 
‘very unfavorable jon of that licy. 
No one, I think, w ng of 
my record wil accuse me of any propen- 
sity toward political hedging or trimming, 
and in so far as one of your other ests 
‘of honor takes his stand on the broad 
principle of *‘ Persia for the Persians,”’ I 
am entirely with him. But, a as 
one of those en who have n 
often reviled ag the friends of every coun- 

try but. their own, I must say this: I do 

not think that Great Britain has and preda- 
tory des’ in Asia, nor do I think that 

Great. Britain has any disposition to play 

the part of a docile accomplice in the preda- 

tory designs: of any other Buropean. power, 
if such designs exist. 


Shuster Denounces Russian Attack. 


In the course of his address Mr. Shus- 
ter said: 

“The death of the Persian people, the 
stifling of their aspirations toward a 
modern, liberal form of government, was 
written down in the books of diplomacy 
far beyond the confines of Persia, and 
beyond their power, or “any one else's 

iwér, in Persia, to help or abate. That 

S what makes the crime. It is bad 
enough for a nation to suffer, so aspir- 
ing a people to go, not because of condi- 
tions, «ven reasonably to be expected 
conditions within their own borders, or 
traits inherent in themselves. 

“Persija happened to be~ the battle- 
ground for strategy and politics. She 
happened to be a desirable territory for 
reasons more than.mere commerce; she 
happened to be just weak enough to be 
unable to make safely: that,physical re- 
sistance to overwhelming force on her 
north which, if it had been started, would 
have kindled the torch in the Russian 
nation and have lighted a flame which 
would have burned there for many years 
| to-come, and which would have compli- 
cated still more the situation of Euro- 
pean diplomacy and politics. 

“And I call your attention to the fact, 
the significant fact, that though in these 
days of international law, in these days 
of the rules of war between civilized. na- 
tions, in these days of The Hague Con- 
vention, the Russian Government sent 
15,000 troops and ten battalions to Persia 
and.slaughtered more than 2,500 people 
without arms in their hands, and never 
once thought of the convention for which 
their Czar so strenuously and promi- 
| nently declared; and has declared war on 
that physical sovereign nation.” 

In concluding his address the speaker 
said that he recently had called to his 
attention the fact that a large majority 
of the English people were opposed to 
the injustice perpetrated by Russia upon 
the Persian people. 

“ This opinion,’’ he added, “is, however, 
directly opposed to the part which their 
Government played in this recent affair.” 


A Debate on the Referendam. 


The chief feature of the dinner was a 
debate upon the question of ‘‘ The Initia- 
tive; Referendum, and Recall in Relation 
to Representative Government.” The 
speakers represented the “ progressive” 
Republican position as opposed to the 
“ regular ’’ attitude on the question. The 
progressive speakers were William Allen 


White, editor of The Emporia (Kansas) 
Gazette, a warm supporter of Roosevel 
and Prof. Lewis J. Johnson of Harvar 
University.. More conservative arguments 
were «presented by Frederick P. Fish, a 
prominent Boston lawyer, former Presi- 
dent of the American Bell Telephone Com- 
pany, and a Harvard Overseer. With him 
was associated United States Senator 
Burton of Ohio, a supporter of President 
Taft. Several of the speakers made pass- 
ing allusions to Col. Roosevelt's announce- 
ment of his candidacy without, however, 
mentioning his«name. It was noticeable 
that in each instance these allusion to the 
former President were received coldly, 
and without even-a single ripple of ap- 
plause. 

Mr. White, the first speaker, declared 
‘that the initiative, 1:efercndum,. and re 
call were part of a eat Constitutiona 
reform movement which .was: sweeping 
over the. country. He 
alarmists who pretended to see the dan- 
ger of great evils oeeing under . the 
adoption of these systems of government 
were debating a purely academic question 
which could be easily’ refuted from the 
fact that the refercndum had already 
been adopted in a. more or less limited 
form in forty States. 

It had not yet resulted, he said, in any 
@pparent abuses. 

“Just ohe word abot present-day pol- 
itics,"” -he ‘said. ‘There has recently 
been thrown into an arena a fair state- 
ment of this case. It is not as I would 
word it, but it is backed by the prestige 
of a former President and a successful 
citizen of this republic. It is before the 
people-and it.is here to stay,-and his 
ion or defeat, or President Taft's 
ion or defeat, will not settle it:-.

CRIPPLED BOY SAVES SISTER. 


Irwin Guernsey Gives ‘Skin from Back 
to Heal Injured Limb. 


Irwin §. Guernsey, the crippled youth 
of 580 Van Cortlandt Park Avenue, Yon- 
kers, who.gavé his coat as a pillow and 
tore his shirt into ribbons for bandages 
when the skidding of a bob sled injured 
six girls on Park Hill Avenue on the 
night of-Jan: 18, submitted. to having 
skin removed from his back to be grafted 
upon. the leg of his sister, Mary, in 8t. 
John’s Hospital, in’ Yonkers, yesterday. 
Mary is 16 years old; three years younger 
than her brother. 


She was‘ the most seriously injured of 
the six girls, both bénes in her left leg 
being fractured. For some time her life 
was despaired of. Amputation. seemed 
inevitable when it was determined as 2 
last resort to cut away all the flesh. and 
leave the bone bare. This expedient 
proved satisfactory and the. doctors an- 
nounced it weuld be necessary to graft 
flesh upon the bone. 

Irwin and four girl friends of Mary 
offered. themselves, and their blood was 
examined. The blood of Irwin was found 
to be the purest, and he was chosen. Both 
Mary and her brother were wheeled into 
the opetating ‘room -yesterday afternoon 
and were placed on the operating table, 
side by side. Irwin was under the influ- 
ence of ether, but Mary was not. The 
youth remained under the effects of the 
anaesthetic for one hour, and. Dr. David 
John and. Dr. Louis V.. Waldron, who per- 
formed the operation, announced it had 
been. successful, 

Irwin is a junior in Columbia Untver- 
sity.. Though both his legs are partly 
paralyzed from the hips down, he pos- 
sesses remarkable athletic ability: He 
isa crack baseball pitcher and-his figure 
on the ball field, witk bracés to support 
his legs, is a familiar one in Yonkers. 
He is studying to be a professor df lan- 
guages. He was near the bob sled. when 
it skidded and crashed into the curb- 
stone, and though it was a bitter cold 
night, he did not ‘hesitate to shed his 
coat and even his shirt. He caught cold 
and was confined to his bed for more 
than several days.

Frank G. Urner, publisher of The Pro- 
ducers’ Price Current, who is sajd to have 
had considerable to do with egg prices | pee 
in this city during the last few’ years, was 
the principal witness examined yeste: 
before Gov. Dix's State Food Commission 
at the commission’s headquarters, 202 
Franklin Street. 


Mr. Urner testified that the price of 
eggs from the. ‘wholesaler ‘to the, jobber 
or commission merchant, who in turn sells 
to the retailer, has fluctuated during the 
last month as muchas 8 or 10 cents a 
day for all: classes of. eggs. 

“ The county's supply. of eggs varies 
more ’widely {than almost.any other com- 
modity;” Mr. Urner‘said. “‘In May, 1911, 
for example, €47,000-cases of fresh eggs 
were received in this city, while in’ De- 
cember;’1911,: only 128,000 cases were re- 
ceived. Of course 847,000 cases of eggs 
are more than: the city .normally con- 
sumes; and 128,000 is very much less than 
it normally consumes. ; 

“ The: only way ‘that the city’s supply 
can in’ any..way.*be made uniform is to 
withdraw’ the Spring’ surplus into cold 
storage." This‘ is done by egg speculators. 
And ofg speculators operate as a matter 
of bué@iness, not Of: philanthropy. They 
estimate ‘future conditions as best they, 
can, and buy low and sell high. One rea- 
son that it is hard to predict or regulate 
the price of eggs is the weather During 
mild Winters the-hens continue to lay, 
and the fresh egg. supply is almost -suf- 
ficient. to satisfy the country without 
drawing on the cold storage reserve. 

“Last year, for example, the Winter 
Was mild, and we had the largest reserve 
of eggs in cold storage in the history of 
the trade. Pr consequently, went 
way down. The Sfp ge~ yy bought from 
the ‘farmers at 18 and 19 cents a dozen 
and sd6ld to = jobbers or commission 
merchants at. 20 and 21 cents a dozen. 
These low prices made the public use eggs 
more freely, and this stimulated the egg 
trade. It caused considerable demand for 
eggs last Autumn. 

“In the ‘face of this increased. demand 
came the present cold Winter. Hens 
Stopped laying. as the usual sup- 
ply of eggs in this city ¥- 100,000 cases a 
week, it has tly been only 27,000 
casés “A week. a e told storage supply 
of eggs in New York, although it usually 
lasts all-through March, is at present en- 
tirely exhausted. . It was, indeed, exhaust- 
ed at the nning of the month.”

Sixty- 
nine millions is not a high price for pro- 
ducing a decade such as followed the 
formation of the Trust, compared with 
& repetition of such a decade of bank- 
Tuptcy and ‘starvation and uncon- 
trolled, uneconomic competition as pre- 
ceded. The comparison of the two 
decades is answer enough to all the 
allegations anybody hds ever made, 
Whére is the laboring man who wishes 
the Trust destroyed in order that his 
wages may be reduced? ‘Where is 
the consumer who wishes the Trust 
destroyed in order that prices may risé 
to the height reached before the Trust 
was formed, and which never since has 
been reached? 

Mr. McRaw complains that the Trust 


realizes by integration, large scale pro- 


duction, and other advantages of com- 
bination ‘40 per cent. on cost.” Profits 
are usually reckoned on capital, rather 
than on cost, but the profit named is 
thoderation itself to profits which can 
be named by concerns which are not 
trusts. The grievance is that the 
Trust’s competitors cannot make equal 
profits, and are at a disadvantage be- 
cause the’ Trust will not lend them its 
facilities by selling cheap materials 
for them to manufacture, Are profits 
wicked if fairly won?

If methods and conduct 
such as have been the Trust’s through 
a term of years result in benefit to the 
ultimate consumer and the country, 
shall Government take sides between 
the competitors in a matter of econom- 
fes rather than of conduct?

Justices Wits0on takes away from 
Deprived Justices of the Peace in 

New Jersey the right to 
of Power. tie the marital knot—a way 
of describing what the new law does that 
in the circumstances is perhaps better 
than would be the statelier phrase, “ to 
perform the marriage ceremony.” For, 
as it happens, a good many of the New 
Jersey Justices have been exercising this 
ancient power in a manner that can be 
called either scandalous or undignified, 
according to preference, and giving no 
evidence in their- behavior that they 
looked-upon their privilege otherwise than 
as @ source of revenue, to be exploited 
without regard to anything except their 
own pockets. 

What might be a real objection to the 
change—that it tended to compel those 
desirous of entering the wedded state to 
go through. a religious rite when they 
deem a civil recognition of the union suffi- 
clent—is removed by the fact that, under 
the law as amended, there are st{ll many 
civil officials in New Jersey who retain 
the authority to exercise this important 
function. They inelude the Justices of 
the Supreme Court, the Chancellor and 
Vice Chancellors, Judges of the Court of 
Common Pleas, the Recorder, Police 
Judges, and Mayors. These are .quite 
ehough, and the fact that they are men, 
some of them sure, and all of them likely, 
to-use more care in marrying the couples 
that apply to them than did the Justices 
of the Peace will be regretted only. by 
people who want to be married at un- 
reasonable hours or.in a haste for which 
the excuses can but rarely be adequate. 

Of course, not all elopements are repre- 
hensible, and a midnight marriage may 
be. entirely commendable, but as a rule 
it 1s well for the State, and not less for

THE PHILHARMONIC CONCERT, 


Miss Eleanor Gerhardt Soloist 
Songs by Wagner and Wolf. 


At the coficert of the Philharmonic So- 
ciety jast evening the orchestral numbers 
included Grieg’s overture ‘*In Autumn,” 
Strauss’s tone poem ‘‘ Death and Trans- 
figuration,”. and Schumann's first sym- 
phony in B flat. They were played. by 
the orchestra. extremely well. Mr. Stran- 
sky evidently put much weight upon his 
interpretafion of Strauss’s tone poem, and 
presented it in a very~dramatic light, 
with all the emphasis and all the con- 
trasts thatcould well be imagined pos- 
sible. The performance was impressive 
and was filled with the spirit of Strauss’s 
conception. Grieg’s overture “In Au- 
tumn” was played with much clearness 
and -rhythmic incisiveness. It is not 4 
composition to make much effect with 
nowadays: it is an ‘early effort of the 
composer's, and seems rather thin: an 
meagre, very neatly put together—it is a 
transcription and extension of one of his 
songs—but showi not. much of the at- 
mosphere and mood suggested by its title, 
It bears on its face the reason why or- 
chestral conductors. rarely think it worthy 
of a place on their rogrammes. 
‘Schumann's “ Spring symphony was 
given with freshness and buoyance, with 
briliancy and richness ‘of tone. There 
were some of Mr, Stransky's own ideas 
about “ modofications”* of tempo which 
are more like ora changes... Is it al- 
ways necessary thata@he second theme of 
a movement in sonata form should be, not 
subtly, but markedly retarded? But, on 
the whole, the symphony was sanely as 
well as lucidly and vivaciously played, 

Miss Eleanor Gerhardt was the solo- 
ist. She sang two groups..of songs, 
the first comprising three of Wagner's 
the second three of Wolf's; dnd all of 
them wero given with orchestral ac- 
companiments that were transcribed 
from. the original piano “accompani- 
ments:. Jigs Gerhardt was not quite 
so much at home in these as she is 
in her avn chosen field of the song 
recital with “her own chogen accom- 
panist ‘upon the piano. There were 
fine qualities in her singing-of the 
more sustained songs, as Wagner's 
“ Tra and Wolf's ‘* Verborgen- 
heit.”. In the stormy beginning of 
Wagner's “Btehe -Still” she labored 
considerably, and in Wolf's “Der 
Freund 7 she was curiously ineffective. 
The song: of Wolf gain nothing by 
the transcription of the accompani- 
ments for orchestra, whether they are 
Wolf's ow: or Arthur Nikisch’s. Miss 
Gerhardt was heard with evident 
pleasure aod applauded with enthusi- 
asm.
